MUCK RAKE WILL 
STILL BE USED 


Local Conservatives Must Continue 
These Tactics Says Last Night's 
Speaker. 


The extensively advertised public 
mecting of the Conservative club call- 
ed for last night proved probably the 
worst of a series of fiascos of the past 
two or three months. The attraction 
of the evening was Mr. Harold G. 
Brunton, son of the Conservative can- 
didate against Hon, Mr, Aylesworth 
in North York, but even the speaker's 
popularity and keen grasp of the po- 
litical questions of the day failed to 
fill the small club room of the aeso- 
ciation. 

By actual count after the meeting 
aad been called to order a quarter of 
an hour after the scheduled time, and 
every available man had been gather- 
ed in from off the street, there were 
in the hall but thirty-nine men, many 
of whom were neither Conservatives 
nor electors. Within the next quarter 
of an hour three men entered — the 
building, and before the speaker of 
the evening had concluded his re- 
marks parts of this small gathering 
began to melt away. Little wonder 
that supporters of Mr, Hyndman real- 
ize and publicly admit that his cause 
is a hopeless one. Last night it was 
announced that the fortnightly meet- 
ings would be discontinued for the 
summer, and under the circumetances 
no other course could well be taken. 
The attendance of last evening was a 
damper from which the most enthu- 
viastic could not recover, 

In addition to the chairman there 
were four other speakers. The burden 
of their remarks wag graft, theft and 
corruption, the old story ot muckrake 
politics with which even the members 
of the association have grown disgust- 
ed and against which they have pro- 
tested at past meetings. 

The chair was oecupied by A. Wil- 
liamson Taylor, the president of the 
association, who was confronted by 
scores of empty seats when he arose 
to call the meeting to order. He 
briefly referred to the elections in Que- 
bee and Ontanio, and when he claimed 
great victories for the Conservatives 
in both those provinces his remarke 
were greeted with applause by some 
of the thirty-nine listeners, He had 
been in Regina a few days ago, and 
the faithful there had ‘told him that 
they had heard great things from the 
Conservatives of Edmonton, As he 
paused for further applause, the faith- 
tul inwardly hoped that Regina would 
not hear of this meeting. He head told 
the people of the neighboring prov- 
ince that they were going to make it 
warn for Hon, Frank Oliver. He 
hoped these. reports would be dissem- 
inated, and that there would be some- 
thing behind them—not hearsay 
alone, 


Mr. Brunton Is Brief. 

H. G. Brunton was then called upon 
aud spoke for less than half an hour. 
It was with mixed feelings, he told 
the forty-two people who were now 
before him, that he rose to address 
them. He had not wished to deliver 
an address, but the persuasive  elo- 
quence of the president had prevailed 
upon him. The ground of _ political 
debate had been well covered, and it 
was hard now to give anything new 
on the political situation. 

Mr, Brunton then set out on his 
address by enunciating the principle 
that the average man is distinctly 
honest, When politics touch him how- 
ever he begins to go crooked, That 
is an established fact. The average 
man does not enquire when dealing 
in politics if such a thing is honest, 
but rather will it help his party. 

These general remarks he then ap- 

oy plied to the Liberal party, and = in- 
~» stanced a number of the cabinet min- 

isters, each of whom, he claimed, had 
acted the part of “Fagan the Jew.” 
He admitted that many people had 
vbjected ty “muck-rake polities,” but 
muck-rake politics would be the 
watchword of, the Conservative party 
until the nefarious government now 
in power is purged from the face cf 
the Dominion. 

Mr, Brunton next turned his atten- 
tion to the old scandal yarns, rehash- 
ing the stock Conservative criticisms 
and ignoring the explanations given 

a’ of the questions with which he dealt, 

. The “fie Italian hand” of Hon, Clit- 
ford Sitton he saw in the Aylesworth 
bill, a bill which, if the Opposition 
do nothing else but defeat in the pres- 
ent session, they will have  accom- 
plished a great work, The Manitoba 
members are pawing behind their 
leaders; they know they can expect 
no quarter from their constituents and 
their only hope is in the passage of 
the bill. 

A Sneer at Canada’s Militia. — 

The Ross rifle was the next subject 
of criticism, and furnished the text 
for a gratuitous sneer on Canada’s 
inilitia, which he termed “this won- 
derful army of ours in Canada.”

WAS NOMINATED 


Wild Enthusiasm Marks Announce- 
ment of His Nomination on 
First Ballot. 


Chicago, June 19—William H. Taft, 
Ohio, has been nominated by the Re- 
publican national conventioy for the 
presidency of the United States. 
Twelve thousant persons who filled 
the Coliseum from the speaker's stand 
to the topmost seat in the gallery, 
cheered when in his high-pitched voice 
the chairman shouted out the result 
of the balloting of the states, and for- 
mally announced the vole showed the 
teomination of Wiliam Howard Taft 
for president on the first ballot. The 
announcement was drowned in a roar 
of cheers, a wild, tumultous, shrill 
that burst forth and grew in volume, 
roar upon roar, pot rising and falling. 
but in a steady ever-increasing volume 
of sound. The orderly rowe of dele- 
gates’ seats were torn apart, Stand- 
ards bearing the names of different 
state delegations were torn up bodily 
and waved high in the air, Men 
climbed upon each other’s shoulders, 
tearing their collars open to yell, Dele- 
gates, old men, young men, every one, 
whirled and spun in wild abandon, 
while they searched their souls for 
lsounds to swell the tumult. And in 
. he Ohio delegation Charles H. Taft, 
,4 brother of the nominee, was fallen 
upon as the most tangible representa- 
live of the nominee and literally 
mo vbed. He was thrown up on the 
shoulders of the delegates and carried 
across the space in front of the speak- 
er’s stand on the shoulders of as many 
men as could reach him and deposited 
at the foot of the platform. All semb- 
lanee of order disappeared amid the 
wildest confusion. In the hall where 
half a moment before one shrill voice 
had announced the nomination of the 
winning candidate, the roar of artil- 
lery could not have added much to 
the sound. No one seemed to care for 
anything but to give vent to his en- 
thusiasm in the wildest shouts, and 
the minutes were measured by the 
seove before the great roar subsided, 

Sherman for Vice-President, 

Chicago, June 19—After ‘unanim- 
ously nominating James sherman,Con- 
fkressman from Utiea, New York, can- 
didate for vice-president, the Repub- 
lican national convention adjourned 
sne die at 11.45 this morning,, after 
one of the shortest sessions of recent 
years. The official vote was as fol- 
lows: Sherman 818, Guild 75, Shel- 
don 10, Fairbanks 1. Sherman was 
therefore overwhelmingly elected on 
lhe first Dallot, the nomination after- 
wards being made unanimous. The 
heat was intense today when the con- 
vention met. At ten o'clock the hour 
set dor the session to begin, not one 
quarter oj the delegates were in their 
seats and there were so few spectators 
in the galleries that they appeared 
deserted, 

After the opening prayer by Rabbi 
Schanfardert, of Chicago, Chairman 
Lodge ordered the roll call of states 
for nomination of vice-president, The 
tirst state to respond to the roll call 
was Delaware and it yielded to New 
York. Tim Woodruff took the stand 
and nominated Congressman Sher- 
man amid a great demonstration, He 
was segonded by Speaker Cannon. 

Nomfhating speeches were limited 
to ten minutes and éeconding. to five 
minutes, which made the crowd happy 
and expedited business. Balloting be- 
gan at 11.20. Immediately eafter the 
result was announced amid scenes of 
wild enthusiasm, Chairman Lodge an- 
nounced adjournment, and this was 
followed at once by a meeting of the 
National committee to select a s#ue- 
cessor to Chairman Harry 8.

These alterations would contribute to 
make the terms of annexation far more 
acceptable than before to the Belgium 
It is understood that the altera 
tions would bear on the clause of the 
treaty concerning the public works 
which King Leopold wanted to have 
done, and such would have cost Belgiam 
$9,000,000. According to the projected 
arrangements, the works which have 
been begun will be concluded, but the 
others will not be undertaken. 

Further, the yearly instalments of 
the fund of $10,000,000 paid to the king 
as a tribute of gratitude will only be 
paid te him under ministerial responsi- 
bility, with the approval of the cham- 
ber. Finally, it is proposed to present to 
the chamber a bill providing that no 
Belgian soldier will ever be called to 
serve in the Congo.

CREATE SOCIAL AND 
DOMESTIC CALAMITY 


To Disturb Jurisdiction of Provincial 
Courts of British Columbia in Di- 
vorce Matters, is Opinion of Jus- 
tice Martin in Lengthy Review. 


Vancouver, B.C., June 19—"'To dis- 
turb the jurisdiction of the courts of 
this province in divoree and matri- 
monial matters, which has been ex- 
eycised for the past thirty-one years. 
would be to create a social and do- 
mestic calamity.’’ This is but one 
of the views expressed by Justice Mar- 
tin after the judicial review, covering 
that entire period in a fifty page judg- 
ment supporting this jurisdiction of 
the provincial courts. It is perhaps 
the most exhaustive judgment ever 
handed down upon any question before 
the local courts. It will be used by 
the attorney general upon the appeal 
before the judicial committee of the 
privy council next month, an appeal 
necessitated by the adverse decision 
of Justice Clement, the only provin- 
cial Supreme court judge holding the 
opposite view. 

Provincial jurisdiction is supported 
by Justice Martin from three view- 
points, first by past judicial decisions 
upholding the practice and authority 
for it, back to the days of Sir James 
Douglas and Chief Justice Bagbie; 
secondly, by the frequently revised 
Supreme court rules which have ever 
received the sanction of the legislature 
before becoming operative; thirdly, 
by the attitude of the provincial leg- 
islature with its various enactments 
regarding divorce and matrimony as 
well as the attitude of the #ederal par- 
liament which has never repealed any 
of these provincia! acta.

Ottawa, June 12,—Any nation that 
the blockade had been abandoned was 
effectually dispelled yesterday, The 
government moved the House into 
committee of supply at 11.30) a.m., 
but the Speaker was not allowed to

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 
Ottawa, June 10.—The Hon, George’ 
FR. Foster professes a great desire tor 
the reform of the civil service, and it 
nu recent sitting of the Huse of Com- 
mons he moved a resolution affirm 
ing the principle of indep ndence un- 
dey a non-partianu cemmussion, Th» 
resolution was, of eourse, entirely un- 
necessary, for the coy. rminent was al- 
ready commiticd to civil service re- 
form, and there was a bil! on the or- 
der paper giving effect to it, But Mr, 
Foster thought it would be more to 
his personal advantage to have a day 
all to himself. He would be thereby 
keeping himself before the country as 
the central figure of his party, and 
serving the double purpose of taking 
the wind out «f the sails of the gov 
ernment in respect of its civil service 
bill, and of blocking the estimates for 
yet another day, 

Mr, Foster’s speech in support of 
his resolution was a eplendid appre- 
ciation of the imperial civil service, 
both at home and abroad, and with 
much of what he said everyone can 
agree, But, taking his speech as a 
whole, it left. a wrong impression of 
that service, and lost sight of a very 
serious defect of the British civil spr- 
viee, as it shows itself abroad, ‘Phe 
service is nearly all right in England, 
where it is kept in check by a domin- 
unt public opinion; but abroad it is 
autocratic, unsympathetic and some- 
times corrupt. Lt was the aloofness 
and autocracy of Sir Owen Lanyon 
and his coterie of British officials that 
caused the insurrection of the Boers 
in 1880, which led up to the retroces- 
sion. They found it impossible to put 
themselves into sympathetic relation 
to the Boer people; wey had not the 
putience that is necessary in dealing 
with a backward race; they could not 
temper their innovations with disere- 
tion; they offerided the Boer preju- 
dices at every turn; they kept appli- 
cants for favors or advice waiting for 
hours on the doorsteps of their offices 
and exercised, in emall matters, a tyr- 
anny that no free people will tolerate,

and universities have adapted parts 
of their curricula to the requirements 
of aspirants for civil service employ- 
ment, and a young man, when he en- 
ters it generally for life, intending, 
when he reaches old age to take his 
pension and epend the autumn of his 
existence in corpulent ease, It is 0 
quiet, steady-going life, very regular 
and-correct, and, while things are. by 
no means standing still, the changes 
that are going on are of that ruminant 
order which are so gradual and undie- 
turbing as to be scarcely noticeable.

The Difference in Canada, 

Canada, on the other hand, is the 
theatre of great movements, Baca 
neweomer asks for his ideus a place 
in the new pattern of our life, and 
there is a struggle as to what is fittest 
to. survive, . Foreign and unsuitable 
ideas die hard, but they do eventual- 
ly die out, and the best suited to ihe 
environment and the developments of 
induetry and commerce at last pre- 
vail, But all this shows -that there 
must be eldfticity in the service, aud 
a man must be chosen more for abil- 
ity in dealing with human beings and 
their concerns in a practical and busi 
ness-like manner than for hie aptitude 
to pass a scholarly test. © We must 
have no narrow-minded jacks-in-office, 
who fancy that they own the country, 
ant we must not so hedge round up- 
pointments as to enable the civil ser- 
vice to oreanize iteelf into a big un- 
jon; which may some day dictate to 
the people they are appointed to serve 
This is a real danger in a sparsely set- 
tled country, where. competition — for 
civil service employment not 4s 
keen ag in more settled communities, 
and where each man is too busy driv- 
ing his own furrow to keep an eye on 
the general interests of the public 


The cireumstances of Canada call, 
moreover, for initiative work ,which is 
not permitted in Great Britain, be- 
cause the people look more to indivi- 
dual enterprise than to government 
action. Here we have commissions, 
boards and inspectors directing trans- 
portation matters, interfering in com- 
meree, and assisting agriculture, 
Theye is much scope for practical and 
technical intelligence, which is not to 
be obtained altogether through book 
iearning, but must be picked up in 
the large school of experience in a 
busy world, There are situations and 
conditions in western Canada that 
can only be met by such men, and 
no written test or examination is sul- 
ficient to bring forward the right men 
Even in the older countries of Europe 
the efficacy of written examinations 
is seriously questioned; and, if there 
is any change in the future, it will 
be in the direction of substituting per- 
sonal observation of an official’s work 
for a given time rather than letting 
his promotion rest on sweating up 4@ 
certain clase of subjects, and then an- 
swering a schedule of questions on 
what he has laboriously conned, Can- 
ada will, therefore, be acting against 
up-to date opinion and her own inter- 
ests if a system of rigid examination, 
such as appeals to the old-tashioned 
professorial tastes of the Hon, Geo. 
i. Foster is adopted, Mr, Foster 
himself illustrates the blemishes of

Service Admittedly Honest. 

Of course the home civil service of 
Great. Britain is admittedly honest; 
but that honesty is the result of public 
opinion; and it is only public opinion 
that can command an honest civil 
service in Canada, You cannot make 
a civil service honest by regulation. 
The honesty must spring from the 
people. It is fatal to a government, 
in a democratie country, to act up 
to a code of ethies very much above 
the code sanctioned by the conduct 
of the mass of the people which ‘t 
rules, Civil servants will, naturally, 
follow the normal plane; and be very 
little, if any, better than their fellows
